WasHINGTON, January $1.—[Special].--Tom

When Reed, on Wednesday, counted the 
members and ruled that a quorum was present,

THE COOLEST VILLIAN YET. 

Reed has never yet lost his temper. During 
al] the turmoil and wild delirium in which the 
honse has repeatedly thrown itself, he remained 
upon the stand unmoved, as cold as an icicle, 
and . when he makes his decision 
that metallic, sarcastic voice is as clear and as 
firm as though he were putting an ordinary, 
every day-motion. He is, indeed, the coolest 
revolutionist who ever wielded a gavel. 

When the crisis was reached today; when 
he called oné the name of Bynum, of Indiana, 
as present and not voting; when that nervy 
orator rushed to the front and denounced his 
rulings as “‘arbitrary, outrageous, damnable,”’ 
and when the house went wild with excite- 
ment, and members yelled and rushed madly 
about the hall as though they would tear him

But this calm serenity could not last always. 
After adjournment and the dictator had re- 
tired to his private room, his coolness left him.

A CRIME AGAINST LIBERTY. 

Tom Reed has committed acrime against 
constitutional liberty,fand, like all criminals, 
commits crime to conceal crime. He has gone 
to the utmost limit. Ile refused to entertain 
all motions from the democratic side this after- 
noon, thereby placing himself upon the loftiest 
pinnacle of power. He has thrown down the 
marble piers of constitutional precedent, and 
set himself up as the piratical ruler of all. 
The minority have resorted to all tactics 
known to parliamentary law, but, backed by 
his mob of brigands, the burly, physical giant, 
Thomas B. Need, has put the thumb-screws 
andthe clamps so firmly upon them that 
they are as powerless as children.

THE CONFUSION IN THE HOUSE. 


Reed Still Refuses to Recognize Democratie 
Members. 

WASHINGTON, January 31.—That the pub- 
lic at large understood the contest in the 
house was not ended by yesterday’s repub- 
lican victory, was made manifest by a glance 
at the galleries this morning. Half an hour 
before noon every nook and cranny was filled 
With spectators, and the corridors outside the 
gallery doors were crowded with expectant 
throngs, patiently awaiting an opportunity to 
be admitted. Spectators began to arrive at 
the capitol as early as 8 o’clock this morning. 


‘On the floor there was an air of subdued ex- 


citement, especially on the democratic side, 
where Mr. Carlisle was surrounded by a num- 
ber of leading members of his party, consult- 
ing as to the course to be pursued. In his 
prayer the chaplain said: 

Grant us, Oh, Lord! that we fall not into any 
sin; neither into any kind of danger; but that all 
our doings, being ordered ‘by Thy government, 
may be righteous in Thy sight. 

CONVENIENT FOR THE CLERK. 

“The clerk proceeded in the usual manner to 
read an abri(lged journal (omitting the detailed 
vote). 

Mr. Bland, of Missouri, demanded the read- 
ing of the document in full, and this was or- 
dered by the speaker. 

The clerk was proceeding to read from the 
Record the detailed votes of yesterday, when 
Mr. Outhwaite, of Ohio, objected and de- 
manded that the reading should be from the 
Original document. 

The speaker said that the clerk was reading 
from the Record as a matter of convenience, 
but if the gentleman objected he might have

The motion to adjourn was lost—ayes 135, 
nays 162, and the question recurring on the 
demand for the previous question, the yeas 
and nays were ordered. The democrats again 
pursued their policy of not voting, and the 
speaker once more pursued his mrethod of 
jotting down the names of members present 
and not voting. ; 

The vote having been taken, the speaker 
directed the clerk to cnter on the journal the 
names of seyeral members present, but not 
voting. 

MR. BLAND INDIGNANT. 

Mr. Bland immediately arose and demanded 
that the vote be announced before the names 
were read, but the speaker calmnly ignored 
him and proceeded tocall the names. Not- 
withstanding Mr. Bland’s vigorous protest, in 
which he declared that the speaker might be 
deaf to his appeal, but that it was on account 
of the tyranny that this house was getting sick 
and tired of. 

The speaker, paying no attention to Mr. 
Bliand’s indignation, directed the clerk to 
enter the naines of the following members on 
the journal as present and not voting: 

Messrs. Barnes, Bland, Breckinridge, of 
Arkansas ; McRae, McCreary, MeMillin, Oates, 
O’Farre!, Outhwaite, Price, Sayers, Stewart, 
of Georgia; Stone, of Kentucky; Tillman and 
Turner, of Georgia. 

He then declared the demand for the pre- 
vious question carried—yeas 160, nays none, 
amid the loud protests of the democrats. 

The Speaker (calmly)—The previous ques- 
tion is ordered; and the question is on the ap- 
proval of the journal. 

Mr. Bynum, of Indiana, moved to adjourn, 
but the speaker declined to recognize him and 
again put the motion on the approval of the 
journal. 

Mr. Bland demanded the yeas and nays, 
which were ordered, and pending this, moved 
toadjourn. But the speaker was deaf to this 
motion, which called forth the declaration 
from Mr. Springer that this was tyranny sim- 
ple and unadulterated ; and the further decla- 
ration from Mr. Bland that it was an ontrage 
and that the house could not be in { ynore de- 
moralized condition than the speaker. 

the roll was then called onthe approval] of 
the journal, and the old tactics were brought 
into play, the democrats refraining from voting, 
and the speaker keeping his list wherewith he 
could count a quorum. 

The vote having been completed the speaker 
directed the clerk to record the following 
members as present and not voting: Messrs. 
Barnes, Breckinridge, of Arkansas; Bynum, 
Chipman, Clements, Culberson, Cummings, 
Enloe, Fithian, Goodnight, Hemphill, Hooker, 
Lane, Lanham, Lee, Mansur, Marlin, of 
Texas; McAdoo, McCreary, McMillin, Mont- 
gomery, Moore, of Texas; Morgan, Oates, 
Sayres, Spinola, Springer, Stewart, of Texas, 
and Stone, of Kentucky. 

MR. BYNUM APPEALS 

Mr. Bynum—I appeal from the decision of 
the chair. 

The Speaker—That is a question of fact 


which cannot be appealed from. The vote 
stands—yeas 161, nays nothing. Accordingly 


the journal is approved. 

Then the most fierce storm of the three 
days’ battle burst upon the house, when Mr. 
Bynum, rushing to the front of one of the 
aisles, demanded the floor on a question of 
personal privilege. He said: ‘Before the 
vote was taken on this question, I arose and 
addressed the speaker and made a motion to 
adjourn, Which was a proper and parliamen- 
tary motion. The speaker, in defiance of par- 
liamentary law; in defiance of right and 
justice; in defiance of the right of the con- 
stituents of a representative—[Here he was 
interrupted by wild applause from the demo- 
crats and cries for order from the republicans.] 

The Speakér—The gentleman from Indiana 
will be in order. 

Mr. Bynum— The gentleman from Indiana is 
in order. 

Mr. Bynum then proceeded amid much con- 
fusion to arraign the speaker in substantially 
the following words: 

“T propose to stand here. in behalf of the 
rights of my constituents. I represent, on this 


floor, a constituency equal in intelligence, 
equal in patriotism ——’”’ 

A republican—They are not here. [Laugh- 
ter. | 


Mr. Byumn—They are here in my person, 
and the gentleman may stand here and sustain 
the arbitrary, outrageous, damnable ruling of 
the speaker [applause on the demccratic side], 
but so far as [ am concerned, so faras the peo- 
ple Irepresent are concerned, we shall not be 
nate, or gagged on this floor. You, sir, 
(pointing to the speaker) have violated more 
than any man on this floor, parliamentary 
rules and parliamentary practice. You may 
consummate what you have undertaken to do. 
You have the power, backed by the mob 
on the floor of this house [Cheers on the demo- 
cratic side and hisses from the republicans.] 

The Speaker—The gentlemen will please re- 
frain from expression of their opinions. 

Mr. Bynum—They may as well refrain. The 
people of this country are witnessing these 
proceedings. They have spoken through the 
press of the country, and they have spoken in 
condemnation of these proceedings, which will 
bury you, sir, beyond the hope of resurrection. 
[Applause on the democratic side.] Men have 
tried to consummate such proceedings before. 
At the hour of midnight, a federal judge made 
a ruling which perpetuated the republican 
party in power, but his name is now forgotten. 
More than that, this proceeding is in keeping 
with the practices of your party; it is in keep- 
ing with your action when you stole the presi- 
dency.- [Applause on the demecratic side.| It 
isin keeping with the proceedings of the re- 
publican party in the state of Montana. Pro- 
ceed in this matter, sir. Proceed in this mat- 


er. 

Mr. Boutelle, of Maine—I protest against the 
gentleman from Indiana, continuing 

The Speaker—(sacastically)—The gentleman 
has arisen to a statement of a question of per- 
sonal privilege, and he is now stating it. 
(Laughter.) 

SOUND TALK TO THE SPEAKER. 

Mr. Bynum—This is the first time in the his- 
tory of that chair that a presiding ofticer has 
turned his back on a representative on this 
tioor, and directed aemere subordinate to sup- 
press him by a call ofthe roll. If this is parlia- 
mentary proceeding ; if this comports with the 
high and responsible duties which belong to 
the position you hold, sir, I am much mis- 
taken. Iwant now to enter my protest. I 
dispute the right of the speaker to record in 
the journal of the proceedings of the house any 
direction or order that I or any other member 
may not make. It is a journal of the proceed- 
ings of the house by the constitution, and 
not a journal of the _ proceedings of 
the speaker of the house. You have no more 
right to inject anything into the journal than 
any individual on the floor has. You have 

one forward. You have usurped power. 
‘ou have mutilated the record of the house in 
order to carry out the scheme you have delib- 
erately gone to work to carry out—deliber- 
ately, Isay, because you went forward day 
and night to vamp up some feeble show to 
sustain your views. No tyrantever ascended 
a throne who did not makesome feeble show 
of title to amuse the people when he had 
ined possession of the kingdom. You, sir, 
fave attempted to vamp up some feeble show 
to sustain your outrageous rulin to amuse 
the galleries and amuse the people—while you 
consummated and carried out the behest of 
the chairman of the republican national com- 
mittee, to turn out representatives of the peo- 
ple, elected to seats on the floor, and to 
ut in men who were not elected. 
ow, proceed in this matter; but, in the lan- 
guage of the immortal Emmett, we propose 
“to dispute every inch of ground, burn every 
blade of grass, and the last intrenchment of 
our liberty shall be our grave.” 

The democratic side burst into cheers, which 
were answered by derisive laughter from the 
republicans. Amid the hubbub, the speaker 
stood calm and collected, and above the up- 
roar was heard Mr. Springer’s voice moving 
an adjournment. 

Paral order having been restored, the 
speaker ruled that Mr. Springer’s motion was 
not in order, and continuing, he said: ‘‘The 
chair will make a statement to the house. The 
house will not allow itself to be derided a epi- 


dur- | 


ing the last few days have transpired in the 
presence of this house and of a very large audi- 
tory. Noman can describe the action of the 
occupant of this chair in language which 


-will endure unless that description be truth- 


ful. [Republican applause]. A man much 
more famous than any in this hall said many 
years ago that nobody could write him down 
but himself. No mancan talk member of 
any member of this house, except himself. 
[Republican laughter]. Whatever has been 
done, has been done in the face of the world, 
and is subject to its discriminating jnds- 
ment. The proceeding of this house, so as 
the chair is concerned, have been orderly, 
[democratic reoaniy in conformity to the rules 
of parliamentary law [democratic hisses], and 
the refusal of the chair to entertain a motion 
of adjournment at this juncture is strictly in 
accordance therewith. [Democratic 8}. 
There is no other possibility by which order by 
the methods of em ponga’ A procedure can 
be used to stop legislation. The object of a 
parlimentary y is action and not 
stoppage ofaction. Hence, when any member, 
or set of members, undertake to oppose the 
orderly progress of business, even by the use 
of ordinarily recognized parliamentary mo- 
tions, it is the right of the majority to refuse to 
have these motions entertained and to cause 
public business to proceed. Primarily, the or- 
gan of the house is the man elected to the 
speakership. It is his dutv in a clear case, 
recognizing the situation, to endeavor to carry 
out the wishes and desires of the majority of 
the body which he répresents, when it becomes 
apparent that ordinarily proper parliamentary 
motions are being used solely for the purpose 
of delay and obstruction. When members 
break over an unprecedented eee 
himself)-——break over a rule [applause an 
laughter on the democratic side} in regard, con- 
tined the speaker calmly, to the reading of the 
journal; when agentleman steps down to the 
front, amid the applause of his associates, and 
announces that he intends to make opposition 
in every direction, it become apparent 
to the house and the community what 
his purpose is. It is then the. duty 
of the occupant of the speaker’s chair to take, 
under parlipinentary law, proper course in re- 
gard to such matters, aid in order that there 
may not be any misunderstanding as to 
whether or not it is the wish and desiré of the 
majority of the house, apparent as it seems to 
be, the question of an appeal from the refusal 
of the chair to entertain a motion, will be pre- 
sented to the house. 

Mr. Springer desired to be heard on_ the ap- 
peal, but the speaker recognized Mr. McKinley 
to move to lay the appeal on the table. 

In vain did Mr. Springer protest, the speaker 
merely remarking that the house would now 
vote on the question whether it desired to hear 
the gentleman from Illinois. His rights were, 
of course, dependent on the action of the house, 
which alone had the power to compel three 
hundred and thirty members to listen to the 
gentleman from Illinois. [Laughter.] | 

Mr. Springer still insisted on his right 
to be heard, which called forth the 
remark from Mr. Perkins, of Kansas, 
that when gentlemen on the other side of the 
house learned to talk with decency, they would 
be given an opportunity. 

Still Mr. Springer continued his contest. 

The Speaker—The gentlemen is not in order. 

Mr. Springer—I am in order. The speaker 
is not in orcer. 

MR. SPRINGER’S PROTEST. 

The speaker directed the call of the roll, but 
the voice of the clerk was drowned in that of 
Mr. Springer, who held his ground with per- 
tinacity. As well as could be heard in the 
confusion, Mr. Springer said: 

‘‘T want to enter my protest against the de- 
cision. I insist that I have the floor, and have 
now the right tobe heard. I have never known 
the time in.the histery.of the country when a 
speaker, when an appeal was taken, refused to 
hear debate; never in the history of this coun- 
try. Ideny yourright, or the right of this 
house, to gag members in the manner you are 
now doing. It will not be done without my 
protest and my denunciation going into the 
Record.”’ [Applause on the democratic side. ] 

The appeal was then laid on the table—yeas 
172, nays none—the speaker as usual counting 
the requisite number to make a quorum. 

The Speaker—The decision of the chair has 
been sustained by the house and it becomes 
the duty of the chair to refuse to entertain the 
motion 

Mr. Springer—When will a motion to ad- 
journ be in order. 

The speaker—It will be in order at the 
proper time. [{Laughter.] 

The Speaker thereupon recognized Mr. 
Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, to speak upon the 
Smith vs. Jackson case. 

Mr. Crisp—If the gentleman from Pennsyl- 
vania designs to call up an election case, he 
has not yet done so. I raise the question of 
consideration. 

The Speaker—And the chairdeclines to en- 
tertain the question. 

MR. CRISP ASKS FOR THE REASONS. 

Mr. Crisp called upon the speaker for his 
reasons, iumeen the speaker replied that 
the house had already decided to consider an 
election case, and notwithstanding Mr. Crisp’s 
yrotest that the question of consideration has 
eae decided on a previous day and was not 
binding today, and that no speaker had ever 
declined to entertain such motion, the 
speaker refused to put the question to the 
house. 

Mr. Crisp—Then I appeal. 

The Speaker—The chair declines to enter- 
tain the appeal. [Democratic hisses. ] 

Mr. Crisp— Will the chair give his reasons? 

The Speaker—The chair gives as his reason 
the vote of the house just now sustaining the 
ruling of the chair against dilatory motions. 

Mr. Crisp protested that the speaker had no 
right to determine his motives, to which the 
speaker replied that he thought them perfectly 
apparent. 

Mr. Crisp—The opinion of the chair is not of 
any value to me, and is nota question. The 
opinion of the chair cannot prevail as to what 
my motives are. 

The Speaker—The chair has put a question 
to the house fully stating the views that have 
governed the chair. The gentleman from 
Georgia cannot be ignorant of the scenes 
which have transpired before his eyes and 
within the sound of his ears, and the gentle- 
man knows that the action of the house has 
covered his case. 

Mr. Crisp—The gentleman from Georgia 
does not know that, but he has no doubt that 
it is within the power, and that it is the right 
of any member to raise a question of considera- 
tion. 

Mr. Dalzell—The gentieman from Georgia 
is out of order. 

Mr. Crisp—The gentleman from Pennsyl- 
vania is not in order, and Iam raising a ques- 
tion of consideration. I have the right to pre- 
sent this proposition to the speaker and the 
country, so that it may be understood that you 
are pursuing further that course you seem to 
have entered upon of disregarding all customs, 
practices and parliamentary rules. [Applause 
on the democratic side.] 

Mr. Dalzell then proceeded to speak in favor 
of the claims of Smith to his seat, but the dis- 
order was so great that he was obliged to dis- 
continue and finally to appeal for a quiet hear- 


ing. 
"Sir. Allen, of Mississippi—Appeals are not 
entertained in this honse. [Laughter.] 

The disorder continued until Mr. Crisp rose, 
and addressing his democratic colleagues said 
that the election case had been taken u 
against their protest, but that it was up an 
that they should give it a quiet hearing so that 
they — pass upon itintelligently. [Ap- 

lause. 
. This advice was acted upon and Mr. Dalzell 
continued his argument, at the conclusion of 
which the house, at 4:30, adjourned.

Mr. Rogers, of Arkansas, who was among the 
first speakers, stated that he had heard Kepre- 
sentative Payne, of New York, say that Mr. 
Carlisle was responsible for the delay in the 
presentation of the rules, and that they would 
have been before the house ten days ago if he 
had done his duty. 

MR. CARLISLE’S STATEMENT. 

This brought Mr. Carlisle to his feet with a 
vigorous denial. He said there had been only 
three meetings of the committee on rules, the 
first being on the 23 o0f January. There had 
been no meeting in the committee room. He 
had never received a notice in writing of the 
meeting of the committee on rules since the 
beginning of congress, but he had been sent for 
by the speaker, and had met him and Messrs. 
McKinley and Cannon at the speaker’s room, 
at the speaker’s request. He had been sent for 
to attend the other meetings, at the speaker’s 
request, lasting only about twenty minutes 
each. He had promptly attended every meet- 
ing called. There had been no meeting since 
last Monday. 

ADVICE FROM MR. RANDALL. 

When Mr. Carlisle had refuted the charge 
of dereliction of duty on his part, a letter was 
presented to the caucus from Representative 
Randall. He advised the democrats to stay in 
the house and stand by their guns; to use 
every effort to stop, absolutely, all business in 
the house until a set of rules had been pre- 
sented and — This stirring advice from 
an old-time leader, lying on his sick bed, was 
extremely welcome to his fellow democrats, 
and was, moreover, in the line of action that 
they had decided to follow. 

There was much talk, of course, and some of 
the members wtre bitter in their denunciation 
of the proceedings of the last threejdays. But 
conservative counsels prevailed, and it was 
felt that the party had better follow the leader- 
ship of Messrs. Carlisle, Crisp and Mills. 

WILL CONTINUE THE MEDICINE. 

No one could suggest any new obstructive 
tactics that promised well, and the general 
opinion was to the effect that the programme 
followed during the last three days should be 
continued in force, and that every parlia- 
mentary move that would obstruct the repub- 
licans in their designs should be made. The 
reading of the journal in full is to be insisted 
upon, and is expected to consume an hour of 
each day. The yeas and nays are to be de- 
manded at every step and appeals are to be 
taken from all rulings regarded as arbitrary 
and unjust by the minority. There was no 
formal resolution to this effect adopted, how- 
ever.

A CASHIER ROUGHLY TREATED. 


People Whom"He Had Swindled Kick Him 
Nearly to Death. 


WicnitTA, Kas., January 31.—J. B. Arm- 
strong, cashier of Sumner County bank, at 
Conway Springs, thirty miles southwest of 
here, was attacked yesterday afternoon by a 
mob of 100 men and came near being lynched. 
He was connected with a sugar mill at that 
place and the company had promised the 
farmers certain prices for cane and the em- 

loyes in the factory certain wages. The 
armers Claim that $28,000is yet due them, 
while the employes claim $9,000 overdue 
wages. Armstrong, in addition to being a 
member of the company failing to fulfill its cgn- 
tract, was the leading guarantee, 
and used his infinence to _ establish 
credit for the company, and trouble has been 
expected for some time, and yesterday at 2 
o’clock a crowd collected in front of the bank, 
and one of the number invited Armstrong out, 
who complied with the request. A few 
minutes were spent in talking the matter over. 
The employes became so enraged that Arm- 
strong was picked upand thrown in the middle 
of the street, where everybody who could reach 
him, gave him a kick. It was proposed to 
hang him to a tree near by, but coolermen 
finally prevailed. Armstrong’s injuries will 
probably prove fatal. 


CHICAGO’S CHANCES GOOD 


If the Row in the New York Legislature 
Continues. 


ALBANY, N. Y., January 31.—The world’s 
fair bill conference committee agreed to report 
back the bill to both houses, amended so as to 
strike out all of the names of the additional 
commissioners not residents of New York city, 
these names including Lewis F. Payne, A. B.

FOR THE 


CLOSING OF THE NEW YORK BANKS. 


Claasen Makes a Statement and Surrenders 
te the Officers—The Broker Who Had 
the Bonds Putin Jail. 


New York, January 31.—George H. Pell, 
the broker, who was arrested last night, for 


the part he took in disposing of the gilt-edged 


securities of the Sixth National bank, was 
taken before United States Commissioner 
Shields today, and held in $25,000 bail for exe 
amination on Thursday next. 

The Sixth National and Lenox Hil) banks 
are still closed, and at 10 o’cleck a notice was 


| posted on the door of the Equitable, which 


stated that the bank was closed temporarily. 
An Official statement of the condition of the 
three banks is expected this evening. 

CONSULTING THE STATE SUPERINTENDENT. 

Morris Goodhart, attorney for the Lenog 
Hill bank, as well asa director, called upom 
State Superintendent of Banks Preston this 
forenoon and said he was anxious to know the 
exact condition of affairs at the bank, as well 
as if the cashier, Mr. Vanzant, was criminally 
liable for the certification of two checks for 
$50,000 each held for the Sixth National bank. 
Mr. Preston told the lawyer that he was not 
sufficiently conversant with the law on 
that, amd that he was consequently 
unable to answer the question just at present. 
Besides, it was not a question, he thought, he 
would be called upon to answer. It is ramored 
that the cashier, Mr. Vanzant, was bei 
watched by the police, and it was though 
would be arrested as soon as the statement now 
being prepared was ready. Examiner He 
burn, when seen at the Sixth National 
at noon, said the bank would not lose more 
than $750,000. Of this amount, $400,000 was 
popresented by bonds and securities which had 

n already sold, and the other $350,000 rep- 
resented checks which are held against the 
Equitable and Lenox Hill banks. 

THE DOORS REMAINED CLOSED. 

All day long it was expected that President 
Talman would call at the Equitable bank 
and furnished the $50,000 necessary to resume 
business, but he did not appear and the doors 
remained closed, with a big policeman on one 
side and a negro porter on the other, It was 
given out.in the morning that Examiner Pres 
ton would make a public statement during the 
afternoon, but this was‘not done. A 
many depositors called at the bank during the 
afternoon and were told that the business of 
the bank would be resumed in a few days 
the affairs of the institution were all right nad 
that it was only closed because an examination 
is in progress. The examiners worked all day 
at Lenox Hill bank. They also expected te 
give some statement, but it was not found 
sible to tell anything about the work until @ 
late hour. 

IN THE POLICEMAN’S HANDS. 

When the afternoon had nearly passed, the 
shades of the Sixth National bank, which had 
been down all day, were suddenly pulled up, 
doors were opened, Cashier Colston, accome 
panied by three clerks and a police 
stepped forth. They carried a number 
old valises and canvas-bags. A carriage drove 
up to the curb and the whole party getting in 
drove rapidly away. The whole transaction 
occupied less than two minutes, and it was 
learned later that the bags contained the re- 
maining securities of the bank which were 
being carried to some safe deposit by order of 
Examiner Hepburn. Reporters were not ad- 
mitted to the hele, and it was with some diffi- 
culty that information was obtained. He sent 
word that he would probably finish his work 
before morning, and would make nostatemené 
to the press, but that he would immediately 
forward his report to the comptroller at Wash- 
ington. 

During the afternoon the bank was besieged 
with depositors, who were very anxious about 
their money. Many ladies were among them, 
and all were told that their funds were safe. 

Several persons offered themséives as bail 
for George H. Pell, during the afternoon, but 
none could give satisfactory evidence of their 
responsibility and at 4 o’clock, Pell was taken 
to Ladle’ street jail. 

CLAASEN SURRENDERS. 

Claasen was brought before Commissioner 
Shields about 6 o’clock this evening. He had 
come over from Brooklyn this afternoon, 
spent some time seeking a lawyer to undertake 
his defense, went toa news agency, where he 
dictated a statement to astenographer, and 
then surrendered to the deputy marshals, hav- 
first, through an intermediary, stipulated that® 
he should not be obliged to spend the night in 
jail. The commissioner set his examination 
for tomorrow morning, and Claasen, his 
counsel and the deputy marshals took quarters 
forthe night at the Astor house. Claasen 
asserts his thorough innocence of any wrong- 
doing in the affairs of the bank, and denies 
that there was any misappropriation or em- 
bezzlement. e

They 
then moved to Walnut Grove, where he taught 
a large school, haying on his roll 112 students, 
When his school was up at the grove they 
moved to Augustain order that her husband 
might attend lectures in the Augusta medical 
college, 

HEARD FROM HIM EVERY DAY. 

After finishing his first course of lectures, he 
went to Atlanta, seeking employment of some 
kind, and had been there but a few days until 
he gota job of selling a patent smoothing 
iron, at which he was making some money; 
that she heard from. him every day while he 
was in Atlanta, and he frequently sent her 
money. 

‘‘At every place where we have lived,” said 
she, ‘‘I can get good people who will testify as 
to my husband’s good character. Never be- 
fore was he charged with the least thing that 
was wrong.’’ She says she intends to. be pres- 
ent at the trial, and will ‘‘stick’’ to him if she 
knew everybody was against him. She says: 
‘‘T have been working hard, ever since my hus- 
band has been in jail, trying to save some 
money to help pay his attorney’s fees.’’

The New York Sun bumps the heads of a 
Dtica and a Louisville pape: together be- 
cause they stand right up in meeting and use 
the word ‘‘pants.”?

The sentence ‘‘The pants 
the gent wears,”’ is perfectly good English, 
but as only gents wear pants it will not do 
to use the word promiscuously, or to sow it 
broadcast, as Editor Medill, of Chicago, pro-

We believe that the Sun is trying to do its 
duty in a casual way, but isthe Sun doing 
its whole duty in a particular way? We 
fear not, and the reasons that move us can 
be told off as glibly as the Brahmin says his 
prayers. A gentleman holding the position 
of librarian ina northern library recently 
wrote a communication to Miss Jeannette 
Gilder’s Critic, announcing that somé state- 
ment or other in its columns ‘‘smacked of 
provincialism.”’ 

The Critic printed this without making any 
remarks about it, nor did the Sun _ object. 
Moreover, not a week passes that some Bos- 
ton newspaper orsome New England liter- 
ary organ doesn’t allude to the ‘*provincial- 
ism of the south,’ and there are thousands 
of variations of this criminal assault on good 
English. ‘If fhe south would condescend 
to forsake its rank provincialism;’’ ‘‘there is 
provincialism except

no cure for southern 
civilization and progress.’ 

Now why doesn’t the Sun get to work on 
these people and give them a genial lesson 
in Engiish? It might, without venturing 
into the deep waters of verbal criticism, in- 
form them that southern provinciality is a 
definite part of the republic, quite as attrac- 
tive in its way as the provinciality of New 
England, which, first and last, has been 
made the basis of so much good literature. 
We believe that Editor Dana couid take his 
gifted pen in his hand and read northern 
editors and literary people quite a wholesome 
Jesson on this sad misuse of words.

Religious Liberty in Brazil. 

A few daysago the Brazilian steamship 
Advance, arrived in New York, bringing 
copies of a Para newspaper of January 11th, 
which contained the provisional govern- 
ment’s decree withdrawing state support 
from the established church. ‘The decree is 
as follows: 

ARTICLE 1. This decree prohibits the Federal 
authorities, as well asthe individual states, from 
snaking any laws, rules, regulations, or passing 
any adininistrative acts establishing any religion 
as the religion of the state. 

Arr. 2. To ail citizens is given the privilege of 
exercising their religious beliefs according to 
their own dictates, and in their devotions, either 
private or public, they shall not be interrupted or 
disturbed. 

Anr.3. This liberty does not only embrace in- 
dividuals, but also churches, associations and in- 
stitutions in which there are religious obsery- 
ances, every one having the full right of forming 
religious associations and living in accordance 
with his creed without interference from the 
powers. 

Arr. 4. <All patronage, resources and preroga- 
tives of religious institutions granted by the state 
are hereby extinguished. 

ArT. 5. The right of all churches and religious 
orders of acquiring and administering estates 
mnder the limits made by the laws regarding cor- 
porations is lawfully recognized, granting to each 
one the ownership of the property as well as the 
ase of the buildings for worship. 

Arr.6. The federal government will continue 
to furnish the ecclesiastical revenues and support 
the actual personnel of the Catholic church where 
it was done under the oid regime for the space of 
one year, and for a like period will subsidize the 
professorships in the seminaries. It is in the 
option of each state to recognize in the future 
sninisters of this or other. religions, providing 
they do not run counter to what is laid down in 
the preceding articles. 

This decree removes a system which was 
the immediate cause of the revolution. The 
whole population had been taxed to support 
the established church, and members of all 
other religious organizations had been sub- 
jected to many annoying conditions, one of 
which was that there should be nothing in 
the architecture of the place of assembling 
to indicate that it was a house of worship, 
steeples, for instance, were not allowed. 

It was the fear that the princess, who was 
devoted to the established church, would fix 
these burdens more firmly upon them that 
precipitated the revolution. It began to be 
rumored, and with some show of truth, that 
Dom Pedro was losing his mind. Resolving 
to take no risk of a succession by his daugh- 
ter, the republicans took the reigns of gov- 
ernment into their own hands. 

The separation of church and state, after 
such a revolution, was inevitable, but the 
Jast article of the decree shows a disposition 
to do this simple act of justice in a manner 
calculated to do the least possible harm to 
dependent institutions and the ministers of 
the disestablished church. 

In fact, the Brazilians have treated the 
old religious establishment, against whose 
enroachment they sought to guard, with 
much more consideration than they gave to 
the able but unfortunate. ruler who lent it 


his support.

The citizens of New. Yérk.are engaged in 
a tussle with Czar Platt fer the control of 
the world’s fair, and the ezar seems to have 
the upper hand.

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THE TRUE INWARDNESS OF MAJOR 
WALLACE’S RESIGNATION. 


Seme Interesting Letters—He Did Not Have 
Enough Clerieal Help and the Legisla- 
ture Would Not Give It. 


The true inwardness of the resignation of 
Major Wallace from the railroad commission 
developed yesterday. 

And the story illustrates the iron determina- 
tion of the splendid old. man who has just re- 
tired ftom the commission. 

Several months ago, during a conversation 
with a reporter of Tux Constrrution, Major 
Wallace remarked : ‘‘Inever madea statement 
in my life that I did not mean, and I never said 
that I was going to do anything that I did not 
not do it if Icould.”’ 

That is why he resigned from the railroad 
commission. 

During the session of the legislature he 
made the statement that he could not continue 
his work on the commission without additional 


clerical help. 

The legislature refused to allow another 
clerk, and 

Major Wallace resigned. 

HOW IT HAPPENED. 

A reporter of THr ConstTITUTION heard yes- 
terday on the street that this was the inward- 
ness of Major Wallace’s resignation, and that 
he had written a letter to his brother commis- 
sioners several days ago reminding them of his 
reasons for doing so. 

The reporter went at once to Major Wallace 
and asked about the report, andif it was true 
that he had resigned for the reason above 
mentioned. 

“‘T have no objection,’”’ replied Major Wal- 
lace, ‘“‘to give my reasons for resigning. I 
have a letter here which will explain the 
situation fully, and you may have it.if you 
want it. I want it distinctly understood, how- 
ever, that Ido not retire from old age or ill 
health, as has been said, but simply because 
the work to be done in my department—which 
is steadily increasing—is too much for any one 
man to intelligently and faithfully perform, in 
the absence of a reasonable amount of clerical 
assistance at his command. On the 22d of this 
month I wrote the following letter to my col- 
leagues—Messrs. Trammell and Erwin—and 
excellent gentlemen they are, too: 

ATLANTA, January 22d, 1890.—Meéssrs. L. N. 
Trammelland Alex. S. Erwin, Commissioners— 
Gentlemen: Itis my duty—not a pleasant one, 
by any means—to let you know that I intend send- 
ing Governor Gordon my resignation as a member 
of the Georgia railroad commission, to take place 
the last of this month. 

I have honestly endeavored to overcome the 
difficulties inmy way in the discharge of the 
duties of this office with satisfaction to myself. 

Notwithstanding my health is wonderfully good 
and my mental faculties, not only unimpaired by 
age, but brightened and strengthened by experi- 
ence, yetthe work needed to be donein my de- 
partment, and constantly and rapidly increasing, 
is too much for any one man to intelligently and 
faithfully accomplish in the absence of a reasona- 
ble amount of clerical assistance at his command. 
An annual appropriation of $1,500 would have 
been a scant allowance for this purpose. The fail- 
ure on the part of the legislature to provide for this 
emergency leaves me without a remedy, and hence 
Isendin my resignation. I cannot afford to blunder 
along in the dark in a matter of such vast impor- 
tance to the people of Georgia and her railroads. 

You, gentlemen, know with what great reluct- 
ance | take this step and how sincerely I regret to 
disrupt our official relations and thereby lessen 
our socia] personal intercourse. Yours truly, 

CAMPBELL WALLACE. 
BEFORE THE LEGISLATURE. 

This is the true inwardnes of Major Wal- 
lace’s resignation, and it recalls the effort that 
was made before the last legislature to allow 
the railroad commission an additional clerk. 

A bill was introduced by Hon. R. H. Lewis, 
of Hancock county, to appropriate not less 
than $1,500 a year for an additional clerk for 
the railroad coimmission. The bill was intro- 
duced by request of the commissioners, who 
explained to Mr. Lewis the necessity of such a 
measure.. Mr. Lewis, thoroughly satisfied that 
there would be no trouble about it, and of the 
merits of the appropriation, introduced the 
bill, and it came back to the house with a 
practically unanimous report of the committee 
to which it was referred. The following letter, 
signed by the entire commission, was laid be- 
fore the committee, and no doubt had a decided 
effect in bringing about a favorable report: 

ATLANTA, October 3, 1889.—Hon. Robert Lewis: 
Dear Sir—You having introduced a bill at our re- 
quest providing for an appropriation of not less 
than $1,500 per annum, to increase the clerical force 
of this office, we beg respectfully to submit our 
reasons why said bill should pass: 

1. The aid of a secretary is not now, nor ever has 
been, sufficient todo the necessary work of this 
office. 

2. The necessity has existed from the organiza- 
tion of the commission for a well-trained rate 
clerk. This work has been done by the chairman 
and with such aid as the secretary could give him 
from his more legitimate duties. 

3. With the present force 1t has not been possi- 
ble for the cominission to gather and systematiz- 
and reeord in well bound bookg. the statisties oe 
each road in this state, so as to enable them undef 
all the conditions that should control im this matr 
ter of so much importance, to make rates for 
transportation of more than five thousand articles 
between more than six hundred stations that 
would be just and reasonable between shipper and 
carrier. 

4. More clerical force is indispensable to aid the 
chair man to carry out the requirements of the law 
in making such changes in rates as the develope- 
ment in trade and the conditions of the commercial 
localities might demand, so as to keep these rates 
justand reasonable. The stress laid on the ne- 
cessity of this aid as a relief tothe chairman, 
arises from the fact that, under the organization 
of the commission, the law requires thatone of 
the commissioners shall be “experienced in 
railway business.” 1t also happens under the 
present organization of the commission that 
the commissioner thus qualified is also chairman, 
which devolves upon him additional duties. The 
other commissioners have their duties, as indi- 
catedin the law. They, in common with the 
chairman, have the benefit of the services of the 
secretary, and ask for nothing more on their own 
account. : 

5. The most poorly equipped commission of 
other states that have the regulation of rates, in 
even a mild form, are furnished: 

First, with a secretary. 

Second, with a freight-rate clerk. 

Third, with a passenger-rate clerk. 

Fourth, with a statistician. 

We simply ask for an appropriation of $1,500 
per annum. 

6. The duties of the office are constantly en- 
larging, and becoming complicated with the in- 
creased mileage and tonnage of the railroads as 
well as with the development of new phases of 
commerce. We donot speak unadvisedly when 
we Say that the work of this office cannot done 
longer, unless our petition is granted, withont 
great injustice to the ys gi of the state. 

_7. It is necessary for the d to keep full sta- 
tistics, in a reliable form, of the financial condi- 
tion of each road in the state, based on such items 
as the f ayes. 

Mileage, stock, bonded indebtedness, tonnage, 
rates per mile in gross on tonnage, rates per mile. 
in gress for passengers, expenses properly 


charged. 

Such information as this is absolntely necessary 
toan intelligent regulation of rates. With the 
assistance indicated and the information thereby 

uired, we can, as honest public officials, intel- 
ligently arrive at what is just and reasonable in 
making rules for the transportation of freight and

A company has been formed, 
capitalized at $2,000,000 , and the stock has been 
sold in England. Kimball, it is said, cleared

water and about nine by land south of Kissimmee, 
is the already famous asparagus plantation of Mr. 
I’. Goblet, who went there about a year ago from 
Charleston, 8. C., where in ten years preceding his 
departure he amassed a fortune in the cultivation 
and sale of asparagus, which was chiefiy shipped 
to northern markets, and it is his main purpose to 
grow it here on an immense scale, the design be- 
ing to plant fifty acres of it. This colossal experi- 
ment will be watched with intense interest by the 
agriculturists of Florida.—Orlando, Fla., Sentinel.

THE STOCK MARKET. 


Tho Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 31.—The stock market con- 
tinues to show a decreasing volume of business as 
the result of recent occurrences which have had 
the tendency to shake confidence somewhat, but 
today it showed signs of improvement, notwith- 
standing the fact that the bank troubles were the 
principal topic of conversation on the street. 
They, however, have not proved as serious as the 
bears would have the people believe, and while 
purchases of the day, except in two or three 
stocks, were light, the market responded easily to 
the demand. The demand for stock in loan shows 
that the short interest has increased consider- 
ably during the past two days and is now quite 
large, which, with the closeness with which 
stocks are held, renders it difficult 
' for the bears’to cover their sales of the past few 
days without loss. The operations of today were 
conclusive proof of this, as after the first demand 
was over and prices let off a fraction,the bears went 
in to make a decline to cover apon, but except in 
Rock Island, there was little effect made upon the 
list. The attempt was soon given up and prices 
were allowed to drift for the remainder of the day 
until near the close, when little real buying was 
the occasion of the full recovery of early losses, 
with something in addition in most of the stocks 
traded in. The most prominent features of the 
day was buying Pacific Mail. The stock mounted 
to 41% against 39% last evening, but in the 
raid of the bears lost simost all the 
improvement, closing with only a fractional 
gain. New England was also prominent 
for buying, both for Boston and inside account, 
and the stock is one of the few showing material 
improvement for the day. In the last rally coal 
stocks were leaders, after being held comparative- 
ly quict all day long, but, like most of the others, 
their fluctuations were small and their final gains 
measured by small fractions. The attack of the 
bears was most felt in granger’s, and Rock Island 
bore the brunt. Trusts were quiet, and failed to 

make any improvement, and, in fact, the only de- 
cided movement of the day was in Evansville and 
Terre Haute, which shot up from 103% to 1064, 
against 102), last evening. The market closed 
fairly active and firm to strong on the rally, gen- 
erally at insignificant changes for the day. Sales 
aggregated 187,000 shares of listed and 29,000 of 
unlisted.

The general feeling is still uncertain as to the 
future course of prices, and at this writing it is 
quite difficult to forecast events with any assur- 
ance that they will be verified. Spot cotton has 
been similarly affected, declines of 4% to 4c being 
recorded both in Liverpool and the south. The 
demand is limited at present, being of the hand to 
mouth order. The receipts at the ports during the 
week have been heavy and aggregate in the neigh- 
borhood of 155,000 bales against 150,000 last year, 
while the receipts at the interior towns point to

NEW YORK, January 31—{Special.]—The cotton 
market today has again failed to justify the ex- 
pectations based upon yesterday’s fluctuations, 
and it is becomingjvery evident thatithe breadth of 
the present speculation cannot be measured by 
the rules ordinarily applied. Notwithstunding 
the firm closing of last evening here, the Liver- 
pool market failed to give evidénce of any great 
vitality, and by noon the prices were about at yes- 
terday’s figures. This lack of any response to 
our advance was attributed, in our private cables, 
to the failure of a not unimportant firm of brokers 
and to the prediction of heavy interior receipts 
which were cabled from this side last evening. 
These predictions have been more than realized, 
and the result has been a dull and drooping mar- 
ket throughout the session here, except just after 
the opening, when afew buying orders wers ex- 
ecuted. The net decline as compared with last 
evening’s figures, being Jabout 8 . points, while 
New Orleans is some 14 points lower than yester- 
day. The interior movement promises to be not 
less than 46,000 bales as compared with 40,000 
bales last year, but as the reduction in interior 
stocks have been large, the plantation movement 
will hardly be over 115,000 bales as compared with 
125,000 bales a year ago. The sentiment of most 
operators on our exchange is now decidedly in 
favor of lower prices, which it seems not unreas- 
onable to expect will be realized, provided an ab- 
normally large and nervous short interest is not 
too quickly created.

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RAILROAD TALK, 
THE CHATTANOOGA, ROME “uD 
: COLUMBUS 


Yo Goto LaGrange, and te Be Extended from 
aGrange to Columbne—Some Fast Tray- 
eling —All Over the State. 


Perhaps the most indefinite factors—as well 
as one of the most important—in Geérgia rail- 
road circles just now,is the Chattanooga, Rome 
and Columbus. : 

For this double reason a great deal of quiet. 
interest is felt in the road’s extension. 

It has been questioned, though never in tan- 
gible reason, that the road would ever be ex- 
tended to Coluinbus. It has been announced 
time and again that the road was going to be 
built on at onee to Atlanta. It was stated 
pretty cetinitely--and first reported in THE 
CONSTITUTION in @ talk with President J. D. 
W illiamson—that the first extension would be 
to connect with the Maeon and Birmingham. 

The Columbus Engnirer-Sun claims to have 
definite information. to corroborate this, and 
also in regard to the further extension to Co- 
lum bus. 

“The Chattanocga, Rome and Columbus,’’ 
gays that paper, ‘‘are quietly at work perfect- 
ing arrangements fer completing the road to 
Columbus. The Enquirer-Sun has it froma 
perfectly reliable source that the rdéad will be 
extended from Carrollton to LaGrange, where 
it will connect with the Macon and Birming- 
ham read, thus giving Columbus.a new 
and direct -route to Chattanooga via the 
Georgia Midland, the Macch and Bir 
mingham and ithe Chaitancoga, Rome and Go- 
luinbus read, and also a new and direct route 
to Birmingham, viathe Georgia Midland and 
the Macon and Birmingham reads. But the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus road will 
not stop at LaGrange. It will be built to Co- 
lumbus direct. The men who are inthis en- 
terprise are formulating their plans carefully, 
and there is scarcely recom to denbt that they 
will be suecessfully exeeuted.’’ 

LaGrange is just about midway between 
Carrollton and Columbus, the present termi- 
pus, and the original projected terminus. 

A Queer Compliment. 

Several days ago ThE ConsTITUTION out- 
lined the plan for a read projected to run from 
Huntsville, Ala., to Gainesville, Fla., by way 
of Fort Payne. Mr. A. J. Little was quoted 
as saying that the “bonds have been hypothe- 
cated in Europe,’ and that the work would be 
pushed. 

The Gainesville paper, in reproducing the 
matter, pays this compliment to Congressman 
Candler: 

‘“‘We must confess that we have very little 
confidence in these reports. We do net hope 
to see another railread built to Gainesville 
until Colone! Condler comes home and builds 
it, ashe says he will do. For thereis one 
thing certain, when he sets his head to carry 
out a public enterprise, like “Eli,”’ he is sure 
to get there. 

On the Savannah and Western. 

It is stated that Superintendent Haylow, of 
the Savannah and Western division of the 
Central, has tendered his resignatiou to accept 
another position, and that Mr. D. D. Curran, 
formerly of Columbus, but at present superin- 
tendent of the South Carolina division of the 
Central, will succeed Mr. Haylow. 

Mr. Curran was formerly trainmaster of the 
Savannah and Western division, and was pro- 
moted abont two years ago to the superintend- 
eucy of the South Carolina division. 

Queen and Crescent Conductors. 

Tt is feared that the discharge, by the Queen 
and Crescent, of several conductors on their 
line, members of the new brotherhood, will 
effect every line in the south. 

It is threatened that the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers will co-operate with the 
conductors, and the result of such a combi- 
nation would be disastrous’ if the 
road remains « firm. It seems that 
the conductors were discharged for no other 
reason than that they were members of the 
brotherhood. This was followed by official 
action on the part of the brotherhood, demand- 
ing the reinstatement of conductors against 
whom there was no charge other than belong- 
ing to the order. The road refused to accede 
to this. The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engin- 
eers have been asked to co-operate with the 
conductors, and from recent developments will 
probably do so. 

A secret conference of the engineers was to 
have been held yesterday in Cincinnati. The 
result is not yet known. 

Should they decide, as representative mem- 
bers of the brotherhood think they will, the 
brakemen and firemen will join.and the trouble 
on the ‘‘Q’”’ will be small in- comparison, as 
there will be four orders in the fight instead of 
one. 

The possibilities in the matter are very se- 
rious, indeed.

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NEW WATER WORKS. |e 


THE NECESSITY FOR THEM IS 
OFFICIALLY DECLARED. 


An Interesting Meeting of the Water Works 
Committee at the Mayor's Office—Engi- 
neer Clayton’s Report. 

Atlanta will have new waterworks. 

The supply will be drawn from the Chatta- 
hoochee river, and nearly a half million dollars 
will be expended before the water reaches the 
city. 

This will require a new issue of bonds. 

The new works were given a start in the 
mayor's office yesterday afternoon by the 
board of water commissioners, the waterworks 
committee of the general council and four 
members of the citizens’ committee, and the 
meeting was an enthusiastic one. 

There were present: 

Messrs. Kontz, Hirsch and Inman, of the 
waterworks committee of the general council. 

Messrs. Haas, Hammock, Smith, Erwin, 
Winship and Boyd, of the water board. 

Colonel L. P. Grant, Captain James R. Wy- 
lie, Hon. W. A. Hemphill and Mr. Jacob 
Elsas, the citizens’ committee. 

City Engineer Clayton and Superintendent 
Richards. 

Just as Mayor Glenn was in the act of call- 
ing the meeting to order Mr. Erwin was enter- 
sey the assembly with one of his musical 

aughs. 

“Howell, quit that laughing,’’ remarked the 
mayor. “This is aserious business we have in 
hand. Please come to order gentlemen.”’ 

_Mayor Glenn then stated that Mr. Clayton, 
city engineer, and Mr.Richards, superintendent 
of the waterworks, had been over the fieded 
thoroughly and had prepared a report which 
he wished to read. Mr. Clayton read the re- 
port. It was: 

ATLANTA, Ga., December 19, 1889.—Gentlemen : 
We have carefully considered the plan of obtain- 
ing a water supply from the Chattahooche, at 
*Randall’s shoal,” by water power, from Peachtree 
creek, at Houston’s mill, by gravity flow to a point 
near the city, near the Ponce de Leon spring, and 
the plans submitted in the ees of Mr. Herring, 
and beg leave to report as follows: 

We find that a dam built at Randall’s shoals 
would obtain the nearest water power on the 
Chattahooche, and at the same time is as far off 
as it would do to consider a water power plant to 
— against coal, at the price at which it may 
always be obtained on the lines of railroad coming 
into the city from the north or west.

of the state of Georgia, in 1875-76, makes the 
volume of the Chattahooche river, at Randall’s 
shoals, 2,000 cubic feet per second, which would 
give, under a ten-foot ond a theoretical horse 
power of 2,272. Of this there could be obtained 
with the best turbine wheels about seventy r 
cent, which would give an actual of 1,590 available 
horse power.

annual expenditure of $10,100.00. 

Accepting 75,000,000 foot pounds as_ the 
safe duty to be obtained from 
100 »=pounds of coal, and estimating 
the cost of coal delivered at the pumping station 
at the mouth of Peachtree creek at $2.25 per ton 
of 2,000 pounds, we find that the cost. of pou’ 
20,000,000 ~allons daily per year would require 9,12 
tons--$20.531.00. The cost of pumping 10,000,000 
gallons daily would be $10,266.00, which is about 
the interest on the increased investment ms lo- 
cating the pumping station at Randall’s shoal. 

In considering the dam at Randall’s shoal, an 
estimate is made on the maximum of 20,000 ,000 
gallonsand an outlay of $100,000.00. These fig- 
ures and the cost of the additional 2 required 
cannot be changed, though for a period of several 
years there would be required for the supply of 
the city not more than from 6,000,000 to 10,000,000 
gallons, consequently in making up an estimate 
of the cost of the works operated by steam at the 
location mentioned in the report of Mr. Herring. 
it has been thought proper merely to consider the 
wants of the city for the present and near future, 
and compare the two on the basis of present 
wants and present resources. 

After making a careful comparative estimate 
of the cost of roe from the present pumping 
station and the cost 0 tere sym from the river, 
we find that owing to the reduced price of coal at 
the river, and the increased amount of water 
i «see that the cost per 1,000 gallons delivered 
in the city would be about the same as from the 
present pumping station, and asthe demand in- 
creased this cost would be reduced, as all the fac- 
tors that make this calculation will remain the 
same, except the amount of coal consumed. 

Considering the estimate made by Mr. Herring 
for the ‘present needs’ of the city, we 
find that it would not be prudent to dis- 
turb any of the machinery at the present water- 
works until water is delivered into the city mains 
from the new plant,and we, therefore, fully indorse 
the plan—with some slight modifications—marked 
“B” in the report of Mr. Herring. Accompanying 
this we submit a plan and estimate showing what 
will be necessary, and after this work is completed 
the present pumping machinery, filters, etc., can 
be moved to the upper station, and thereby in- 
crease the capacity, and afford opportunity for 
relief and fe reset 

It will be obsevred that ae has estimated 
for two engines at both upper and lower pumping 
stations, while the estimate herewith submitte 
includes only one at each station. It would be 
well to erect the second engine at the lower sta- 
tion as early as possible, to “epee against a pos- 
sible break down, while at the upper station this 
would be provided for as soonas the old ma- 
chinery could be moved to that locality. Neither 
of the old pumps could be of service at the lower 
Station, this requiring a vertical pump. 

Considering the plan of obtaining a supply from 
“Houston's mill,” on Peachtree Creek, we find 
that the size of the conduit required to give the 
Same supply as could be delivered through a 
thirty inch iron pipe under pressure, would be 
forty-two inches in diameter witha fall of five 
feet pera mile. The cost of this conduit built of 
brick, assuming that a line of uniform cutting 
could be gotten, would be $3 per lincal foot; but 
owing to the topography of the country it would 
be impossible to find this line of uniform grade, 
and the increased length by following the contour 
lines and the mpcenears siphons, would make this 
plan more expensive than the one on which our 
estimates are based. 

The elevation of the surface of water 
in Houston’s mill pond is 832 and 
by carrying the water in a conduit to the 
nearest point to the city that it would flow and 
give the necessary fall, would reach an elevation 
of fifteen feet less, or 817. The elevation of the 
cee) pumps is 870, this would make the lift (or 
1ead) fifty-three feet more than from the present 
works, and as we do not deem it advisable to pump 
under any greater head than at present without a 
double lift, or system of pumps, we have not con- 
sidered it necessary to make further investiga- 
tions in this direction. 

In the present estimate, there is considered a 
small receiving reservoir and one clear-water 
basin, these will be arranged so that a much larger 
receiving reservoir may be built below the first, 
and the second clear-water basin put in close to 
the first. This will secure a larger storage and 
provide for washing out the reservoir and clear- 
water basin. 

The land at the lower, or river station, for the 
location of engine house and houses of employes, 
would require about ten acres. In obtaining the 
right-of-way between the lower and upper stations, 


it would be necessary to secure an open way di- 


rectly over the pipe line of at least fifteen feet 
wide, as it will be necessary to control this line 
for the erection of a telephone line and for work 
on the pipes and valves. 

At the upper station sufficient land must be se- 
cured, on which to locate the reservoir, the engine 
houses and clear-water basins; also the houses of 
the employes. We find this requires about thirty- 
five acres and secures a front on the Western and 
Atlantic railroad. It will be observed that in the 
estimate which accompanies this there is nothing 
mentioned of the cost of land or rights-of-way.
